France ctdcd to Spain all ot that vast 
territory known as Louisiana, which 
stretched from Ihe mouth of the Mis- 
sissippi to the Canadian line. In 1731 
(Jreat Ilritain wai at war with the 
United States. Spain. Holland and 
France. St. Loui*. Mo., was a Spanish 
town and Knglish officer* attacked it 
at the head of LOW Indians.

Consternation 


reigned in Naples, r.ot to much because 
of the eruption, but l>ecause of the jor- 
tend of the failure of the miracle. 
Prayers vere said In all the churches, 
and Naples is |>reparrd for the worst 
that may befall it. 


There are a dozen or more *aints 


earned Januarius. but the patron saint 
of Naples is the only one A\ho played 
a great role in the history of early 
Christianity in the kingdom of Naples. 
Januarius was the first bishop of Ilen- 
evento in the thin! t*-ntury afterChrist. 
On the outbreak of the anti-Christian 
persecutions under DIox-Ietlan and Max- 
imian be vvas taken to Nola and ar- 
raigned before Timotheus. governor of 
Cumpania. This gentle official ordered 
that the bishop be cast into a furnace. 
Januarius went through the fiery or- 
deal unseathwl. Then Timotheus had 
him feil to wild beasts, but the animals 
refused to touch him. 


Then Timotbeus pronounci-d i-en- 


tence of death by the sword upon Jan- 
uarius and was at once ttricken blind. 
The future saint thereupon restored 
bis sight, and. it is said, converted 5,000
